Clergy Dry; Docs 


and Bankers Wet 


Literary Digest Poll Re- 


veals Drift Among Pro- 


fessional Men 


The clergy of the United States nrc 


the dryest »nd the lawyers are the 
wettest professional groups in the 
country according to returns of the 
Literary 
Digest's special classified 


Prohibition Polls as published in this 
week's issue of the magazine. 


The bankers of the nation runk next 


to the clergy in their dry sentiment 
and the physicians vote practically as 
wet as the lawyers according to the 
balloting in these supplementary rcf- 
erendums. 


In the poll of the clergymen of the 


country 30 Slates urc voting dry while 
16 States register wet majorities and 
2 more vote exactly oven on the sub- 
ject. 


The clergy in six States vote more 


than 
4to 1 for continuance of the 


Prohibition Amendment and the dry- 
est of these, North Carolina, votes 
more than 7 to 1 dry. 


Of the total of 43,608 ballots received 


in the clergy poll 23,024, or 54.80 per 
cent, vot efor continuance and 19,684, 
or 445.14 per cent, vote for repeal of 
Prohibition. 


The poll of the bankers of the coun- 


try reveals a sentiment of nearly 2 to 1 
wet although five States show an out- 
right dry majority while the other 
43 States and the District of Columbia 
vote for repeal. Four States in this 
group show a sentiment of more than 
4 to I wet. The bankers of Nevada 
vote over 11 to 1 for repeal. 


A total of 77,860 ballots were receiv- 


ed from the bunkers of which 26,61)8, 
cr 34.17 per cent, show a sentiment in 
favor of continuance of the Eight- 
eenth Amendment while 51,252, or 65.83 
per cent, are in favor of repeal of 
Prohibition. 


The vote of the nation's Physicians 


in their special poll shows they desire 
a repeal of Prohibition by a majority 
of over 3 to 1. No state in this group 
gives a majority in favor of the con- 
tinuance of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. 


Kansas is the dryest state in the 


physician's poll with a percentage of 
43.97 in favor of continuance while in 
the wet column Delaware votes 92.07 
per cent for repeal. 


The medical fraternity reulrns a 


total of 60,229 ballots which arc di- 
vided 14,770, or 24.52 per cent, in favor 
of continuance and 45,459 ballots, or 
75.4S pey cent, in favor of repeal of 
the Eighteenth Amendment.

Dr. Kolb said that Mexico, far Wp 


hind the United States in most fields 
of endeavor, is more, advanced^thaja 
we .are in its treatment of criminal 
cases where the defendant is of Urt- 
sound mind. The new Mexican court 
procedure is this: The jury establishes 
the guilt or innocence of the defend- 
ant, and then, before sentence is pro- 
nounced by the trial judge, a psyr 
chiatrist who is a regular officer of 
the court, examines the prisoner to 
determine whether he is of normal 
mind. The psychiatrist's decision de- 
termines what kind of sentence the 
judge may impose on higjjjg^jfolb 
said.

The text of Dr. Kolb's .address "Psy- 


chopathic Personalities With Criminal 
Tendencies," was as follows: 


"There are many individuals whose 


mental constitution and ways of re- 
acting to their experiences cliaracter- 
ize them as differing from those who 
are normal, but yet not insane. Their 
abnormalities lie largely in the quality 
and intensity of their emotional reac- 
tions and in the effects these have 
on their behavior. 
Between this 


group and the normal there are all 
degrees of transitions, but the patho- 
logic symptoms always predominate 
over the normal. 


The Abnormal Types 


"There are several types of this 


group and Kraepclin 
of Germany, 


who has made a, very comprehensive 
study of this group as a whole, has 
classified them as follows: 


"1. The Excitable. These arc in- 


dividuals who have a strong emotional 
excitability. They are easily angered. 
Extremely sensitive toward their en- 
viornment. The duration of the ex- 
citement is brief and usually over 
within a few hours. Often during tho 
excitement, the consciousness is un- 
clear. They later describe their mind

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Highway Roster to 
BeCutSOPerCent 


Huge Reduction Is An- 


nounced Due to Re- 


funding Act 


LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—An 80 per cent 


reduction in personnel of the state 
highway department was announced 
Thursday affecting about 
100 em- 


ployees. 


The announcement was made by 


Dwight H. Blackwood, chairman of 
the state highway commission. 


The drastic reduction was made nec- 


essary by enactment of the bond re- 
funding bill by the recent special leg- 
islative session. The act cut down the 
department's appropriation from $250,- 
000 a year to $100,000 or $8,233 a month. 


Most of the employees who are to 


be cut off will continue to work until 
May 1, but services of a number have 
already been discontinued. 


The reduction announced Wednes- 


day brings to nearly 200 the number 
of employees who have been dismiss- 
ed by the highway department within 
a year. Last year all district offices 
came in for sweeping reductions in 
employees, and a number of district 
offices were abolished and their duties 
transferred to others. 


The bond refunding act, which be- 


came effective last week, appropriates 
only $8,233 a month to the highway 
department's operation. 


While the same act appropriates 


$1.000,000 for road maintenance, offic- 
ials said they die! not believe any of 
this sum would be available soon, 
.since the act appropriates nearly $7,- 
000,000 for bond interest and retire- 
ment which must be met before the 
maintenance appropriation become^ 
effective.

Governor Refuses 
To Pardon Mooney 


Alleged Bomber Must Re- 


main in Prison in 


California 


SACREMENTO, Cal.— (/P) —Gover- 


nor James Rolph, Jr., Thursday un- 
conditionally and with blunt finality 
declined to grant a pardon to Tom 
Mooney, ex-labor leader convicted of 
bombing the San Francisco Prepared- 
ness Day parade of June 22, 1916. 


The governor was the fourth to 


refuse to liberate the man whose sym- 
pathizers throughout the world have 
long regarded as a martyr to the cause 
of labor. 


As he read his brief statement, the 


silence of the packed room was brok- 
en only by the click of telegraph in- 
struments which caught his words and 
flashed them to the four corners of 
the world. 


The decision came after nearly five 


months of deliberations during which 
Governor Rolph had the advice and 
council of Matt I. Sullivan, former 
chief justice of the state supreme 
court. 


Sullivan, Louis Byington, a super- 


visor, and Daniel J. O'Brien, head of 
the state department of penology, sat 
with the governor at the hearing last 
December. Then, after ne ylratbrhc. 
December. Then, after nearly three 
years of quiescence, Mooney's convic- 
tion again became a national issue 
through the championing of his cause 
by Mayor James J. Walker of New 
York. 


In an adjoining room Mooney's 


aged mother in the care of her daugh- 
ter, Anna, and a member of the Tom 
Mooney Moulder's defense committee, 
waited uncomprehendingly the read- 
ing of the decision that once again 
blasted her son's hopes for exoneration 
and freedom. 


With a smile of resignation, Mooney 


himself received the verdict in the of- 
fice of Warden James B. Holohan at 
San Quentin penitentiary where he 
has spent nearly 16 years. 


It was apparent that he had' built 


up little hopes but persons in his con- 
fidence did not expect that the door 
would be so completely closed to pos- 
sible future consideration by the pres- 
ent governor. 


Blunt as were the words Governor 


Rolph used in declaring his convic- 
tion that Mooney was guilty and had 
been fairly tried, even more out- 
spoken was the verbage of Sullivan's 
report 011 which. Governor Rolph 
largely replied.

LONDON.-(/P)—A total duty of 20 


per cent will be imposed on nearly 
all manufactured goods imported into 
Great Britain after midnight April 25. 


This was made certain Thursday 


night by recommendations of the Im- 
port 
Duties 
Advisory 
Committee, 


which in effect decree dthat a limited 
number of manufactured goods will 
bear a total duty of 15 per cent, and 
certain luxury articles 25 to 30 per 
cent. 


The new duties will be: "For most 


manufactured 
goods an additional 


duty of 10 per cent, making 20 per 
cent in all. On a limited number o* 
others, for which a lower rate seems 
appropriate, total duty will be 15 per 
cent, and for certain articles of lux- 
ury or semi-luxury character, total 
duties will be 25 to 30 per cent." 


Iron and stele are treated separte- 


ly, and a total duty of 33 1-3 per cent 
will be imposed for a minimum period 
of three months w semi-finished steel 
in order to check importations.

Green, in a Washington cemetery, on 
the occasion of the session of the state 
conference of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, on April G: 


Sarah Ann James Green, "a lineal 


descendant of John Knox, the Refor- 
mer, and his wife, Lady Margaret 
Stuart," was born in 
Williamsburg 


District, South Carolina in 1814, and 
died in Hope, Arkansas in 1892. 


Mrs. 
Green came from the sturdy 


stock of Scotch-Irish Presbyterians 
who settled in South Carolina more 
than two ccnturie sago. She was the 
youngest and last surviving child of 
Captain John James, and the grand- 
daughter of Major John James, "both 
distinguished officers under General 
Francis Marion in the American Rev- 
olution." 


History tells us that "Major James 


was in the prime of manhood when 
the Revolution struggle of the colonies 


began. He raised a company of vol- 
unteers, and this, with some others, 
formed the original brigade which un- 
der Francis Marion immortalized itself 
in the struggle for American liberty. 
He left a name around which tradition 
has gathered many stories illustrative 
of mental vigor, personal intrepidity, 
and partlotic ardor; ana' that his son 
Captain John James, inherited in no 
small measure, the same traits of char- 
acter and was also distinguished for 
the conspicious part he bore in achisv- 
ing the liberty of his country. He had 
seven sons and daughters; and, as the 
teacher may be made illustrious by 
his pupils, so may the father bi hon- 
ored by the character and virtues of 
his children." 


His youngest child, Sarah 
Ann 


James, was "a woman of strong char- 
acter a'nd positive convictions, and her 
piety was characterized by simplicity, 
sincerity, and eranestncss. Consacral- 
ing hcrseflf to the service of Chrii;:. 
in eorl^ youtl.. duly was thu gliding 
star of'her life, and n.ligir.a he ton- 
sUmt inspiration." 


- In 1834 she .mardiod. Captain James 
Green of Georgetown, S. C., "a man of 
high character and eminent piety 
whoso influence was felt both in 
church and slate." 


After rcsiging in Darlington district, 


S. C., for some years Cap'.ain and Mrs. 
Green removed to Whitefield county, 
Georgia. They were the parents of 
nine' children, eight of whom lived to 
maturity. 


While their six sons served in the 


Confederate Army, Captain and Mrs. 
Green did' volunteer hospital service 
in Georgia and Mississippi from '61 to 
'65. Although their joint hospital work 
was a labor of love, nevertheless, the 
constant anxiety of mind and the tax 
upon her physical strength and sym- 
pathy finally undcrmindcd her su- 
perb constitution and she never fully 
regained her strncgth, although she 
lived to be 76 years old. 


In 1865, at the close of the war be- 


tween the states, Captain and Mrs. 
Green, broken in health, their home 
and fortune in ruins, 
removed to 


Hempstead county, Arkansas , near 
Washington. Captain Green died in 
1876 and 16 years later his faithful 
companion was laid to re.11 by his side 
and today the second and third gen- 
eration like her children, who have 
gone on before, "Arise and call her 
blessed."

A Statement by I. L. Pilkinton, Hemjnteact Cotm* 


ty Representative in the LegUUture, Rela- 


tive to His Stand in the Late Adjourned 


Session of the General Assembly 


The following statement was made to the Hemp* 


stead county press Thursday night by I. L. Pilkinton, 
one of the county's two representatives in the legisla- 
ture : 


"As one of the members of the House of Repre- 


sentatives, called by Governor Parnell, a "bunch of wild 
graying jackasses," I feel that I ought to make this 
statement to the people of Hempstead county. 


"About 4 p. m., Tuesday, April 12, the Senate passed 


a resolution to adjourn sine die at 5 p. m. and sent it to 
the House to' be concurred in by that body. At the time 
the House had before it resolution No. 12, providing that 
.the special session be extended 15 days for retrenchment 
and economy in state and county affairs. This was pass- 
ed by a vote of 82 to 7, and was ordered to be sent to 
the Senate at once. The House, postponed consideration 
of the Senate resolution to adjourn sine die, and recessed 
until 10 a. m. the following morning. 


"The Senate failed to pass the House resolution by 


a vote of 12 to 17 and recessed until 10 a. m., the same 
time the House was to meet. 


"For various reasons the governor and the heads of 


other state departments didn't want the legislature to 
remain in session any longer. 


"So in the dark hours of the night the speaker of 


the House and the president of the Senate, who is Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Wilson, was called to the governor's 
home and certified that the House and Senate disagreed 
as to the time of adjournment ; which was not a fact. 


"Still in the hours of the night, our governor, lieu- 


tenant-governor, speaker of the House and the secretary 
of state went to the state house where the governor is- 
sued his proclamation dissolving the session, without 
giving either house an opportunity to be heard, and be- 
fore the 'House had been notified that the Senate had 
failed to concur in the resolution, 


t 


"At 10 a. m. Wednesday morning the House met 


without a speaker, 7 answering to roll-call. By unani- 
mous vote they declared the office of speaker vacant 
and selected one of their members as' speaker. This 
member was sworn in as speaker by a member of the 
Supreme Court. The House, having no official notice of 
being dissolved, or that the Senate failed. to concur in 
House resolution No. 12, resumed work with the belief 
that they were still legally in session. They also believed 
that the 94 voting to extend the session without pay con- 
stitutd a majority of both houses; but the Supreme 
Court ruled that it took a two-thirds vote of each house, 
so in the opinion of the court the legislature was dissolv- 
ed by proclamation. 


"I believe that the members should have had furth- 


er opportunity to decide for themselves whether they 
could agree on an extended session without pay, or ad- 
journ as the law provides.

That lespedeza IK a safe and paying 


crop in eastern Arkansas Is beyond • 
ouestion of'doubt, Stales J. E. McKell, 
district agent, University of Arkansa* 
College of Agriculture. There are » 
number of Improved varieties that 
are highly recommended above the 
commonly known "common" le»pe» 
deta. These Varieties include Korean, 
Kobe, Tennessee 18, and perhaps oth- 
crs about which little Is known. 


While the best variety for any given 


section may yet have to be determln* 
ed. the Korean has In many case* 
proven satisfactory to the growers,: 
both from a hay crop and for pro. 
ducing seed. 


In the spring of 1931, Jim Jinking of 


Crittenden county seeded 2S acres of 
rather a poor, type of sandy soil to 
Korean kspedeza. The planting was 
somewhat late and was followed by 
the early summer drouth. The growth 
and showing was extremely poor un- 
til about August 15. 


The crop was allowed to fully ma- 


ture, then cut with a mowing ma- 
chine without o pan, allowed to cure, 
and shocked and threshed. The hay 
yield after threshing was 38 tons or 
more than 1% tons per acre, and an 
average of 750 pounds of seed. 


At 10 cents per pound for seed, the 


current price for this season, the profit 
was far superior to most crops and o 
satisfactory feed crop secured In ad- 
dition to this income, points out Mr. 
McKell.

Problem of Society 


"The problems involved in the so- 


cial relations of the psyedpathie per- 
sonality are such as to readily bring 
about conflicts with the law urtd thus 
present questions of mental responsi- 
bility that are most difficult "to'de- 
cide. Aa a whole, they contribute 
largely to the criminal and socially 
inadequate classes. The question of 
capacity for ; legal respcnslblnly of 
members of this large class Is one that 
is not measurable by ordinary tests 
laid down by the laws. Judged by the 
standards of ability .to reason as to the 
nature and consequences of their ac- 
tions they have the qualifications for 
responsibility. But the psycopathlc in- 
dividual may have psychotic episodes, 
usually transitory, that definitely ex- 
clude capacity for responsibility. Many 
of their crimes are committed during 
transitory disturbances of conscious- 
ness and hence must be judged dif- 
ferently from those occurring at oth- 
er times. In other Instances, the ca- 
pacity to reason and to judge as to 
their actions Is disordered by the In- 
tensity of their emotions. Their dif- 
ficulties lie In the field of the emo- 
tions and In the Influence of these 
upon their attitude and 
behavior. 


Their conflicts with the law are usual- 
ly the result of impulses growing out 
of the intensity or lack of intensity of 
their emotions and lack of Inhibitory 
powers. Their impulses are abnormal. 
The question of legal responsibility 
often involves the question of the 
irresistible impulse. The law recog- 
nizes this as relieving responsibility, 
but it Is a most difficult matter to de- 
cide and must be passed upon in each 
Individual case.' 'There is no satisfac- 
tory was of determining what impulses 
are irresistible'and what not. 


"The whole question resolves itself 


into the question of disordered emo- 
tions and abnormal impulses."
